I'he quality ol milk u.sed in the 
household is us important as the 
(|uantity.

California Orange 
(Wop Kslimated at 
28,500,000 Boxen 

The California orange crop is 
estimated at 2H,.''i0(),000 boxes by 
the Uniteil States crop reporting 
hoard. This estimate has been iti- 
crea.sed from an estimate of 
24,000,000 boxes in December, as 
a result of unu.Vually favorable 
growing conditions and the absence 
of injury from freezing. 

The crop hoard’s estimate in¬ 
cludes all oranges picked during 
the current crop year, beginning 
the first of last November and ex¬ 
tending until ‘the last of next 
October. 'Lhe California orange 
crop totaled 24,j!00,000 boxes last 
year and 18,0(10,000 boxes two 
years ago. |
